Bey Island, Nov, 30.— When I wrote 
you by the last niail and told you all 
about the dreatJful hurricane of the 29tli 
t:)f October, little did I think then that by 
this mall I would have to tell you of an- 
oilier fearful allliclion. On Monday last, 
the I8ih, we experienced the inost awful 
Bcrins of earthquakes ever known in this 
or any oilier part of the world, so far as 
the number and duration went. I was 
down in the crei-k with some people cut,- 
ling wood lo tuako a lime-kilu ; the 
weather was cxtrcraely hot and very op 
pressive till about two o'clock. I left, 
mid was on my vvay home. Just as I goi 
by the great gale I-h^rd'a treSmeftdous 
report as if a heavy cannon hnd been 
Brt-d some distoncB (>flF ; Hicn cnme a loud 
luiiibliiif^ noise like a tiuiubcr of iron car- 
riages drawn ovit a rough road by liuii- 
dieds of wild hor.-M, I stopped my 
horse, for I well knew what was coining, 
whoa the sUock ^am«. ' I never, shall for- 
get it, I had never seen or'feit' anything 
half so dreadful in all ray life. -The bur- 
rifftue waa bad enongh, but the earth- 
quake was ten times worse. It was a 
very long shock, nnd I thoni^lit the land 
would sink under me. J did not dis- 
mount ; but ns soon as it ceased I started 
oS'. e-tppt^ting to see my home, alrendv ^ 



lion? In a hurricane yon can :bide io the 
cellar, if the bouse ia blown awsy; but the 
cellar is the last place thoagbt of !o a ease 
like this. I aeot to Pleasaot Valley oo Wad- 
nopday. Road Town was completely inou- 
(laicd, but the brimes being in ruins already 
from the hurricane, the only daroag* done 
was the Insa of tba larober wbicb (he poor 
people had gathered to rebuild iheir houiea. 

Just fancy, largo fisb, snappaia and olher 
Gab, were left on tne road to Litila Mountain; 
the aea brought them up, and when going 
ofif eft them eatani^led in tba grata and 
hushes This I saw first opposite the oreek. 
Mui<t it not have beeo soaicthtng dreadful lo 
do ibia. 1 cannot lell you half wbac we aaw 
>ind suffered. Sonne of the bay* are clean 
gone, tba sea ronning po (be sandy bay 30 
to 40,feet wide. Everjtbiog looka changed, 
(iuob a hurricane, and such earthquakes, all 
wiihin three weeku! Hundreds ut poor un - 
loiiiinaies sent to toeir last home, and but— 
dreds more have loi>t iheir all. Sliioe last 
Sunday, the 17ih, all we have bad lo live 
upon has been a piece of jutionyoaks io the 
morning with our coQ'ee, and tbs varae io 
the evening with a little . loup. W« have 
tieen gaiting fever since we have beeo living 
in the teni; all rhe rest ara well. 26ch.— 
The weather has changed, and the coM 
wi Ether has driven u-i out of iba tents. i 
(joiii'u Island everyihini; i« swvpt away to 
ihe t>are wulla ul the bouse. Ibis calamity 
lias tioi he i Tortola aod a'l belonging to it. 
It ia pa^nfu'L Iq iconl^Bfn^late ine state of 
uff.iire. ; Oji t)ie 27i.h we' bad a very unpleas- 
ant night ofiit, having bad four abocka dur- 
ing the night.- 



'siiaccereu uj"' tlie hurricane, tn a' ueup ot' 
ruins ; but, thank Qod, there It was, ap- 
pannilly uniiijurud. I saw every on!; 
about the place hurrying down ilic bill 
By the time I reached wliero tbcy wuro, 
liiea commenced tbe most trying iltne of 
all. Earthquake after earthquake for 
nearly an Lour ; and such drcadiul shocks. 
It, makes me nervous to think of them 
Uy and by, we her.rd a great noiae, nnd I 
left tliein, and wont up llie hill a little. 
When I got up high enough to see the 
sea, what a sight I Tho sea had en- 
croached, and the noise we hoard was 
from the power of tbe water runniiifr 
hack again. It coiilinui'd to run off until 
the rocks nnd retif were all dry, and it 
st'cined to suck away tlio wat'jr out of the 
buy and leave everythiu<! dry — (this was 
on the Bluff side.) 

My attention was rou'tid by a slmnur 
noise on tlio the otiier .^de of "Taylor's 
13ay," and there, too, the same thing was 
going on. Aa soon ua the water would 
conio in on the koulIi aide, it would go oil' 
on the north ; and so it continued fur a 
letij^ili of time. During the whole' time 
wc had earthquake after eWtfli'quilke. 
Throe; hours luul now elapsed since the 
lii'al .shoclr, uiid night coining on — what a 
night had we btforc us to be sure. Not 
an eye was closed. Wo weie all fright 
eried half to deatli, and expected mo- 
mentarily to bo swiillowed up, Ji was f^^ 
truly awful night, and never to ^ foTgot. 
ten. Wo must have hud over two 
hundred shocks during the night, and 
some hours thoro wero . oyer _ twenty. 
Daylight oanno at laiii.and.pevfC'waa it mure 
welcomed by miserable creatures; we were 
complotoly worn out. Of course the day 
boloio our dinner was foi i!Ollun,BO wo waoiod 
food sleep, and ovoryihing else to make us 
coniforlaljlo. Thuy had jusi mado broad at 
tha hou«e where the first sboclc came, and 
there it lay ill the next d.>y, and it finally 
became leavon. Wheal found tbeMshooks 
continued, I got some boat sails and made a 
tent, but a litila distance from tho bousb, for 
tho walls wero craclicd and no More alraid to 
rcrouio in the house, not knowing at what 
moment a shock more severe might come 
and bring it down. Sioeo last Tuesday 
morning we have lived io Iba tent. X^ortun- 
aioiy lor us thera has nut been much rain. 
Severe and frequent shocks continuid^up to 
ITriduy; they are now subsiding, but even 
uow und than wu bear the reporia, but very 
lililo vibratiou. Wc huvo luul a week of 
earthquakes. For eight days I have not hod 
my clotbes off, 01 course we have to lie 
down prepared to gni up ai any ; moRjeDt's

necessary'tQ ihe'maintenanca of pablio peace 
that the claim of fnieign allegiance should 
be promptly and finally disavowed. There- 
fore, bo it enacted, that all naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States from foreign States 
ahall be entitled to receive from the Govern- 
ment tbo same protection ol person and pro- 
perty accorded tO native born citizens in 
like Bituation. That wbeoever it. shall be 
fully mado known to the President that apy 
eitizetilpDbfl ^jUoUed^titM has tbeeD ;at'. 
reJfe^lnaw aetafnad^f^y 'for^fga'Cov- 
ernmeot in oootra^^eotioD of the purposes
